Rev. Edwards Begins 
Series of Talks On 
Book Of Romans 


An unusually large number of men 
attended the Y. M. C. A. Bible class 
Sunday morning, when the teacher, 
Rev. .Noble R. Edwards, began his 
serif* of addresses on the Book cf 
Romans, 
Close to ninety men heard the les­ 
son as explained by Rev. Edwards 
who. stressed among other scriptural 
truths the necessity, to “hear” the 
truth and then the necessity of ac­ 
cepting the truth, as the one rule of 
human action. The speaker explained 
that Christ Himself, is the Truth, in 
the spiritual world. 
Several times 
the speaker quoted St. Paul as declar 
ing*that he, (Paul) was not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ “as it is the 
pow$f of God unto salvation.” 
Rev. Ed Jards made special refer 
enee to the Daily church advertising 
map ,quoting Dr. Goodwin’s 
words 
“God made the wilderness, but He 
looks to you to make the roads. 
He 
made you, but He expects yoil 
to 
“grow* in grace.” in the space of the 
Westminster Presbyterian church. 
Thomas Hodson, acted as chairman 
in the absence of C. W. Matthews, 
the president of the class. 
The song service was led by C. L. 
Shook, with Miss Mary Carden piano 
accompanist 
and 
Rahm 
orchestra 
members aleo playing the same ac 
companirnents on their musiepl in­ 
struments. 
Ona special number was sung by six 
of the shopmen*! chorus cjass. 
Enthusiastic speeches were made 
by Secretary C, J. Randolph, and the

that a lin d en company landed 
at 
Jamestown in May 1607, with sealed 
order* one of which orders was 
to 
erect a fort to protect human life and 
another to erect a church for the nur­ 
ture of human sols. 
The first holy 
communion was aaid to have been June 
21, 1667 ad administered by Rev. Rob­ 
ert Hunt in a temporary church build­ 
ing. 
Prior to the Revolutionary war, the 
home church in England sent no Bis­ 
hop to America, stated Dr. Mundy, 
declaring that! George Washington 
and other loyal communicants of the 
church were never confirmed, adding 
that those who so desired and were 
able went to England to be regularly 
confirmed. 
Dr. Mundy took occasion 
to disapprove the attitude of the lead­ 
ers of the church of England of gen­ 
erations ago, and asked his congre­ 
gation how the church in America 
could have set up missions, had the 
- »*4»« 
acted 8 
lid those of the churuh of England. 
It was showq that Rev. Seafcerry, 
he first American Bishop was con­ 
secrated in Scotland n ythe church of 
Scotland by the cbmfrdwy cmfwyppj 
d^ ^ ^ fcyhich today was in com­ 
munion with the church of England. 
Dr. Mundy stated I t . 
¿Re ­ 
volutionary war and after their re­ 
fusal to consecrate Rev. Seaberry as 
Bishop that authorities of the church 
if England f inally decided to approve 
hose Americans who were recom­ 
mended to be Bishops by the authori­ 
ties of the church of thlá 
country. 
Bishops White and Provoat, in 
1787, 
and Bishop Madison in 1790 had the 
full approval of the church of Eng- 
landU Dr. Mundy stated. 
It was shown that since its found­ 
ing in this country until 1821 the 
church had 
hard work to maintain 
itself and that up to that time little 
missionary vrórk was done by it. But 
in 1835 Jackson Kemper was conse­ 
crated as Bishop and sent as a lone 
missionary to what was then known 
as the ‘west.’i 
The BiBhop-Mi&sionar yfound only 
one clergyman and only one church; 
but in twenty-five years later there 
were 172 clergymen. Dr. Mundy said 
that 100 years ago his church had 
about 30,000 communicants in this 
country but that today there 
were 
over 1,000,000. 
He stated that his 
church npw has supervision through­ 
out the world of more homes and hos­ 
pitals for children and the aged than 
any other Protestant denomination. 
Financial Responsibility 
The rector explained that in the 
Episcopal church democratic govern­ 
ment is the rule, each member hav­ 
ing a vqte and the right to elect ves­ 
trymen and other church officials. He 
said that just as in civil government 
citizens should support the state with 
taxes and were forced to do so, so tn 
the church communicants should sup­ 
port the church financially only they 
were expected to render such support 
from a sense of duty, voluntarily and 
as cheerful givers.
